V. J. Rowan. Miss Ann Rowan and 
Mrs. Sallie Cox, of Livermore, and Mrs. 
James W. Ford, of Hartford. They have 
closed a deal with the Oallaghan broth- 
ers, who have a shipbuilding plant in 
Miohigan, on Lake Michigan, and an- 
other at Ontario, Canada, by which tbe 
rs. Callaghan bave purohased tbe 
timber on tbe Joe Rowan traot of land 
the Rough river bottoms, above 
Livermore. This is said to be one of 
the largest and finest bodies of timber 
now on Green snd Rough rivera, sod 
has been held by tbe Rowan heirs for 
ly years. Quite a number of lum- 
dealers have endeavored to buy it, 
but they would not pay the prioe asked 
$20,000. Already a large force of 
len are at work on the land, driving 
wells and building sbanties to be used 
by tbe men who will get the timber out 
of the bottoms. In a short time fifty 
bewers from Canada and northern 
Michigan will arrive at Livormore to 
mnienoe putting tbe timber in prop- 
shape for shipment. It will require 
quite a number of men to fell tbe tim- 
ber and to haul it to the river and raft 
it, and it ie estimated that 100 or more 
persons will be given employment.
